- Debtor gave his age as 29 yeare 
iand aafd he came to Hongkong 
three years ago on agreement with 
the Dairy, Farm Co. His salary 
was $300 a month, including house 
and Uht allowance, He had 
previously been in America and 
his sole businesa was that of a 
putcher, His debts were due to 
transactions with sharebrokers 
and in exchange. He started 
‘ahare dealings about January, 
1932, with about $5,000 capital, 
‘which aum he had saved, 

' Profit: at First. : 

At first the made cerutin profits, 
between $8,000 and $10,000, but 
in July he started to lose, owing 
to the market going against him. 
The biggest fall was in Septem- 
her, this being due to the rise 
in exchanee. 

Debtor went on to suy that he 
met this obligations, as far ons he 
could, out of — his profits and 
aavings. All his creditors, with 
the exception of the Mercantile 

lnnk, were unsecured, and the 
Hank was only partly secured, 
He bought exchange for about 
£1,600 from the Bank, £500 at 1/- 
Vand £1,000 at 1/2.6/16ths. He 
idid not want the oxchange; it was 
vmercly a gamble, . ned 
{To cover that he put up cer-t 
itain shares which were still held 
by the Bank and the Rank was, 
in fact, an unsecuced creditor for 
about £1,900. He bought the 
sharea out of his profits.

Ayrhire, who had been involved 
in the charges, were found not 
guilty and discharged. 


Yesterday the other defendants, 
lienry Cecil Turner, aged 36, of 
Holly Bank, Batley, latel¢ a- 
ker of Greenhill Mills, Batley. and 
Alexander Young, aged 47, -com- 
pany director, of Kilhey Court, 
Worthington, near Chorley, were 
found not sruilty and discharged, 
“The charge oof — conspiracy 
against them alleged that the bank 
was induced by means of false 
statements to advance money to 
certain textile firmsa—Mitche!} and 
Marsden, Verdun Textiles, Ltd, 
Anglo-Seottish Spinners, Ltd.

Agninst the will 
jet her brother the Kalser, who 
went so far na to forbid her ad- 
mission to Prussia, she joined the 
. Greek Orothodox Chureh in 1891. 

After tho assassination of King 
George L, she ascended the Greek 
throne with her busband in 1913, 
His reign wasn troyblousa one and 
in 1917 owing to the pressure of 
the Allies he left Greece and handed 
ayer the throne to his eldest son, 
Alexander, 

Constantine Hved in Switzerland 
till, after Alexander's death in 
December 1920, he was recalled to 
| Greece by a vote of the people and 
\igain ascended the throne. He 
‘Tost it for a second time, however, 
after the ill-fated Asia Minor 
‘campnign agninat the Turks and 
left Greece at the end of 1922. In 
December, 1923, he died at Paler- 
mo, Sicily, 

His widow, the ex-Queen Sophie, 
lived for some time at Oilln, near 
Florence, In complete seclusion. 
In 1925 the remains of her hus- 
band Were taken to Florence. Her 
second © son, who followed his 
father as King George II, was 
forced to abdicate the Greek 
throne in 1924. Her eldest daugh- 
ter, Princess Helen married Carol 
of Rumania, 

The ex-Queen lenves three other 
children, Prince Paul and the 
Princesses Irene and Catherine — 
Reuter and LBS.
